He was brought to a 
Columbia hospital but there is little 
hope that he will live. 

Await Doctor’s Decision. 

The bodies of the Gregory children. 
Glenn, Jr., age 5, and Phillip, age 2, 
with that of their mother, are being 
held at Midway tonight awaiting the 
decision of doctors as to whether the 
father will recover, or whether ‘ne 
funeral is to be held for the entire 


family. 

A coroner's jury late today return 
ed a verdict that the children died of 
razor wounds inflicted by the*mother.

After attacking her husband with 9 
farm ax, Mrs. Gregory took her two 
sons, to the home of a neighbor, Mrs. | 
A. a. Holden, and asked to be driven | 
to the residence of her father, Vann 
Parker, at Bethune, 25 miles from 
the Gregory home. | 

Wearing Night Dress. 

At that time, according to Mrs. 
Holden, she was wearing a night dress 
with a coat thrown over it, and re- 
fused to stop to put on more clothing. 

On her arrival at her father’s home, 
Mrs. Gregory told Mrs. Holden, ac- 
cording to the latter’s testimony, that 
she was going indoors to put on some 
clothes, and would take the children 
to give them water. A few minutes 
later she came running from the house 
with blood streaming from her neck 
and fell dying by Mrs. Holden’s auto- 
mobile. A search for the children re- 
vealed both of them on the back porch 
of the house, dead, with their throats 
cut. 

Gregory, the husband, was found un- 
conscious in his bed about 9 o’clock 
this morning by Curtis Craig and Les- 
ter Ingram, two neighbors, who watch- 
ed for him to open a store he operated 
at Midway. His head was cut in half | 
a dozen places and a rusted ax was 
standing by the bedside. A_ brother 
of Gregory tonight said he recognized 
the implement as one he had seen at 
the Gregory home. 

Nothing was known at the time of 
Mrs. Gregory’s death but hearing 
that she had gone to her father's 
home, Sheriff J. H. Hunter, of Lan- 
caster county, followed there to ques- 
tion her about.the attack on her hus- 
band. When he arrived at the Par- 
ker home he found that Mrs. Gregory 
and the children were dead. 

Woman Nervous Wreck. 

Testimony by Dr. BE. C. Truesdale 
at the-coroner’s inquest at Bethune, .in 
Kershaw county, this afternoon _re- 
vealed that Mrs. Gregory had been in 
ill health for nine months. She re- 
cently had undergone a major surgi- 
cal operation in a hospital at Flor- 
ence, he added. 

Testifying that the woman seemed 
nervous and distracted this morning 
about 6 o'clock when she asked to he 
driven to her father’s home, Mrs. Hol- 
den told the coroner’s jury that the 
dead woman had said that she had 
quarreled with her husband. 

At the hospital here tonight it was 
said that Gregory was in a critical 
condition. The right side of his skul] 
was crushed, and pieces of bone driv-

cessfully refuted. 
“Hits Nail on Head.” 

“Admiral Magruder’s article, recent- 
ly published in the Saturday Evening 
Post relating to the inefficiency of 
the United States navy, hits the nail 
on the head when it comes to diag- 
nosing some of the evils which are 
eradually undermining the morale of 
the navy,” said Mr. MeClintic. 

“Every member of the naval af- 
fairs committee knows that the sta- 
tistical data published is in line with 
the facts, and while the navy depart- 
ment may follow a well-known recent 
nvecedent by punishing an officer for 
telling the truth, it will not be able 
to successfully deny the accuracy of 
Admiral Magrtder’s deduction.

Although Governor Hardman owns 
a large herd of Guernsey cattle, it 
will be impossible for him to enter 
the 1927 Southeastern fair, due to 
business reasons, he stated.

Nice, France, * September 25.—An 
anarchist plot directed at the train 
bearing the American Legion com- 
manders today was declared respon- 
sible for the bombing at midnight 
last night of the Paris-Nice right of 
way, one and a half- miles from the 
Golfe Dassouan station. Fifty feet of 
track was wrecked but no other dam- 
aze resulted. 

The explosion occurred five mine 
utes before the normal hour the Paris- 
Nice express was scheduled to pass 
Golfe Juan, the plotters apparently 
being under the impression that the 
eommander’s party was on that train, 
although it really was due a number 
of hours later. 

Narrowly Escape Injury.

zers on the express which was brought 
to a halt at Golfe Juan station, a few 
hundred yards from the scene of the 
hombing when the crew of a freight 
train reported something wrong. 

The fact that the expréss was 20 
minutes later was all that saved it 
from a serious accident because the 
bomb was earefully timed to explode 
five minutes before 11:26 when the 
train was due.

Plot Is Confirmed. 

Police investigation confirmed the 
anarchist plot on the Riviera to blow 
up the American Legion commanders’ 
train. It was officially revealed to- 
night that « second bomb was dis- 
cover@d on the railroad track at La- 
Bocca, near Cannes, this morning, 
one hour before the passing of the 
legionnaires. A sign board near by had 
been draped in calico and inscribed 


with the declaration, “Long live Sac- 


eo and Vanzetti!” Both bombs were 
loaded with cheddite, a formidable 
explosive.

James A. Reed, of Missouri, the

SALMON PACKERS 


FACING HUGE LOSS 


BY ALFRED P. RECK. 
Washington, September 25.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—Salmon are causing con- 
siderable worry to the department of 
commerce, the bureau of fisheries and 
housewives of the world in general. 
In spite of the fact that the com- 


merce department has been enforcing 
strict fishing regulations, designed to 
provide an adequate supply of salmon 
for the world’s market, the catch this 
year is lower than it has been since 
1921 and 5,000,000 cases short of mar- 
ket demands. 


Fos some unexplained reason the 
usually mad-rushing fish turned wily 
and nets and fish traps went empty. 
Consequently fishermen and packers 
stand to lose millions of dollars while 
the retail price of salmon is sched- 
uled to rise considerably depriving 
thousands of salads of their salmon. 

The Alaskan pack, which provides 
a major portion of Americas table 
salmon, will not exceed 3,400,000 
cases while the British Columbia pack 
will: be one-half-of what it was last 
year. , 

Henry O'Malley, commissioner of 
the bureau of fisheries, is at a loss to 
explain the sudden decrease in the 
salmon catch. Deputy Commissioner 
Radcliffe advanced the opinion that 
millions of the young salmon had been 
killed by subterranean disturbances. 

As present estimates now stand, the 
world will have to exist on approxi- 
mately 4,500,000 cases of salmon for 
the coming year.

ELSIE |S GOING 
-BAGK HOME AGAIN 


Mt. Vernon, Ill, September 25.— 
(United News.)—Mrs. Elsie Sweetin, 
acquitted on re-trial of being an ac- 
complice in the murder of her hus- 
band, plans to return to her cottage 
at Ina, Ill., and regain the respect of 
that community. 

“I’m going to work,” she said Sun- 
day, explaining her plans. “I’m go- 
ing to forget what Pastor Hight’s 
trickery did to me and my children. 
I’m going to remember only my law- 
yer, R. E. Smith, whe won for me 
the freedom that was rightfully mine.” 

On Friday, testifying in her own 
behalf, Mrs. Sweetin made a dramatic 
plea to the jury for liberty or death. 
She didh’t want to return to prison, 
she said. She wanted to go back to 
her three children—Harry Lee, 8; 
Stanton, 15, and Byford, 17—either 
that or be sentenced to death. 

She was acquitted on Saturday. 

“I never had any gffect.on for Pas- 
tor Hight,’’ she said today, referring 
to Lawrence Hight with whom she 
was tried three years ago for the mur- 
der of Wilford Sweetin. Both were 
convicted. Mrs. Sweetin was sen- 
tenced to serve 34 years at Joliet 
penitentiary; the unfrocked minister 
is serving a life sentence. 

“He deliberately and falsely ac- 
cused me,” she continued. “He got 
me to confess’—she confessed’ three 
years ago that she and Hight were in 
love and conspired fo kill her hus- 
band and Mrs. Hight, who died from 
poisoning, too—‘by persuading me 
that that alone would keep a mob 
from lynching both of us. 

“If he had been a man, if he had 
been human, he never would: have di- 
rected suspicion toward me. He knows 
the charge, so far as I was concerned, 
was groundless.” 

As for her plans, she said: “I can 
come hack; I will come back; I will 
regain the respect the community once 
had for me. .My children will be my

| (From Collier’s, the National Weekly) 


Benjamin Franklin estimated that 
80,000 immigrants had come to the 
American colonies ‘before 1741. But 


i those 80.000 adventurers so increased 


and multiplied that their descendants 
‘made a population of 1,000,000 when 
Franklin did his counting. 

They settled America and made us 
what we are today. Their ideas de- 
termined our form of government, our 
system of education, and even the or- 
ganization of industry. If the original 
thirteen. colonies had been occupied by 
Spaniards. Italians or Russians the 
history of the United States would 
have been very different. 

As it was, Germanic people speak- 
ing English took possession of the new 
country and planted in it the customs, 
beliefs and traditions which had grown 
up in Britain, Ireland, France,.

This is an underlying cause of the 
intense feeling aroused over the Sacco- 
Vanzetti tragedy. Many conservative 
Americans felt that, irrespective of the 
crime imputed to them, Saceo and 
Vanzetti were symbols of forces alien 
to Amtrica and hostile to the funda- 
mental ideals of our country. 

Consequently the attitude of most 
conservatives has “been implacable. 
Sacco and Vanzetti were names but 
American institutions are reality. So 
doubts were not construed in favor of 
the alien radicals. 

Most Americans have as strong a 
nationalistic feeling as the French, 
Jananese, Irish or Italians. 

For this reason the department of 
labor will do well to check up on all 
aliens uniawfully in this country and 
to’ make every hfiimane effort to en- 
force the statute against. them. The 
1926 immigration report(stated that 
“there are approximately 60.000 un- 
desirable aliens confined in state and 
federal institutions against whom de- 
portation proceedings have not been 
instituted.” 

Such aliens ought to be deported.

Why Not Give the "Aghealiuvist 
The Aid That Is Asked and Needed? 


; BY GEORGE W. DONAGHEY,

Certainly there is a disposition on 
the part of some political leaders not 
to give the industry of agriculture 
what the producers of agriculture 
in this country have asked for. But 


is not this attitude in the very na- 
ture of events inconsistent? 
When the railroads demanded sta- 


- bilization of rates through the inter- 


state commerce commission, they got 
just that; they did not get what some- 
body else wanted them to have. And 
it was right for them to have what 
they knew was needed to stabilize 
the rates and remove the business 
hazard. 

When the bankers of the country 


demanded a federal reserve system to 


stabilize the surplus and regulate the 
banking business they got exactly 
what they asked for; not what some 
theorist wanted them to have. 

And it was right that they have 
what they knew was needed to make 
the banking business more secure and 
dependable. 

Now is there any reason why the 
leaders of agriculture and their rep- 
resentatives should be required to ac- 
cept what erstwhile opponents of fed- 


-eral farm aid offer them? 


The agricultural states almost unan- 
imously demanded the enactment of 
the MeNary-Haugen bill, and con- 
gress passed it by a non-partisan m*- 


jority— .t was vetoed by the president 


Now a few people seem to think 
that a bill that had such indorsement 
as that, and would become a law ex- 
cept for the the act of one man, 
should be side-tracked and something 
else substituted. Why? 

Jardine’s Proposition. 

There are a great many proposals 
—even the president had outlined the 
sort of legislation he would approve. 
and what he outlined, it is believed. 
is crystallized in the proposition sub- 
mitted by Secretary of Agriculture 
Jardine. , 

Secretary Jardine’s proposifion con- 
tains in effect the same features of 
the MeNary-Haugen bill, except the 
Jardine measure would operate only 
through local and private corpora- 
tions and farmer organizations and

That alone kills his proposition, in- 
sofar as it would result in aid to 
agriculture. 

‘His proposition would appropriate 
$300,000,000 to absorb, sell or hold 
agricultural surpluses, and would 
leave the handling of thé noney with 
local, private corporations that would 
have to organize to furnish an equal 
amount. , 

The loss on holding, absorbing or 
selling the surplus, if any, would be 
levied by these private corporations 
and collected from the producers by 
them! 

In effect it is the same thou; ht 
which has been coming from the op- 
position for more than a year. The 
same idea that Mr. Myer undertook 
to deliver to the agricultural states 
but which fell. so flat. 

How absurd! 

The McNary-Haugen bill would 
provide $250,000,000 to sell, absorb or 
hold surpluses, without any aid or 
interference by private corporations, 
and the loss, if any, would be made 
good to the government board by an 
equalization fee levied by a bonded, 
government board, responsible only to 
the United States government, and 
the public, and under bond to do ex- 
actly what the law provided they 
should do, and nothing else. 

MecNary-Haugen Objections. 

The objections urged against the 
principles of the McNary-Haugen bill 
were : 

1. That it was unconstitutional. 

But only Secretary Mellon, the at- 
torney general and the president urged 
that. While thousands just as well- 
informed men said the bill met every 
requirement of the federal constitu- 
tion, 

2. The equalization -fee was also 
challenged by them. 3 

But no one who would have had to 
pay the equalization fee ever urged 
that as an objection to the bill. 

o. Again they said it would put 
the government in the agricultural 
business. 

If it puts the government into pri- 
vate business so would the Jardine 
proposition. And if the MeNary- 
Haugen bill put the government into 
the agricultural business it was al- 
ready in the railroading and banking 
business. 

4. And again they said that it 
sought to control the farming indus- 
try of the country by the government. 

If the MeNary-Haugen bill méant 
control of agriculture by the govern- 
ment, then the Jardine measure goes 
further along that line and actually 
sets up a provision for the government 
to control acreage planted in each 
crop of grain and cotton. 

All other objections voiced against 
the McNary-Haugen bill would be 
just as applicable to the plan Secre- 
tary Jardine has suggested, and the 
only differences between the two are 
that the Jardine proposal depends for 
ifs operation upon private organiza- 
tions of local capitalists and farm- 
ers; while the MeNary-Haugen bill 
would function without any organiza- 
tion of this sort, or any other. The 
Jardine proposition proposes for local, 
nrivate organizations to assess the 
cost of operation or possible losses 
against producers, while the McNary- 
Haugen bill places the duty of collec- 
‘ton an equalization fee from the pro- 
iucers to take care of possible losses

These differences, ic the estimation

The MeNary-Haugen bill is not per- 
. ‘eet, but it is hoped to perfect it by 
inetual tests and experience, and_ it 
will do exactly what its provisions re- 
cite without any “ifs and ands.” It 
will be put in operation. by the gov- 
ernment, and not depend upon private 
corporations to make it operative. 

In other words the differences re- 
cited show the McNary-Haugen bill 
principles to be desirable on the part 
of the agriculturist, while the _ pro- 
visions of the Jardine proposal are 
not desirable by the agriculturist. 

The one will positively work—the 
other probably will not work, even if 
it would be desirable by agriculture if 
it did work. 

The Fly in the Ointment. 


| But here is the fly in the ointment 
of the Jardine. proposal : : 

The money provided by the govern- 
| ment under this plan would be avail- 
\able only where farmers organized to 
jaccept it, and would then be available 
only after local corporations were or- 
ganized to put up 50-50 with the gov- 
ernment. 

And that cannot be done. 

It has already been clearly demon- 
strated that under the present banking 
system, the country banks (and they 
now provide about all that is pro- 
vided for the cotton producer in the 
south) cannot and would not under- 
take such an organization even with 
government aid beeause it means long 
term loans at law rates of interest, and 
is finally speculative, so long as the 
application of the law is not manda- 
tory, and so long as it depends upon

The banks of the south for more 
than 50 years*have tried to, but have 
not and cannot organize to hold, sell 
or absorb surpluses of cotton, and they 
never will do it until the entire bank- 
ing system is changed.., 
Organization Impossible. 

And as far as the farmers organ- 
izing in any such*way, and of their 
own unaided efforts being able to sell, 
hold or absorb surpluses it is abso- 
lutely impossible for them to do so. _ 

The cotton crop of the south Is 
largely by poor ignorant, pauperized 
crop-sharers and tenants, who mort- 
gage their prospective crops at the 
first of the planting season, and have 
little more control over it from then 
on until it is picked and marketed 
than they have over the milky way. 

To talk about them organizing to 
“eontrol a surplus” is the talk of 
theorist who knows nothfg of real 
conditions. : 

I don’t want to be understood as 
meaning there are: no intelligent cot- 
ton producers. There are, many both 
big and little producers who are in- 
telligent and broadminded men. But 
this kind do not predominate. The 
bulk of the cotton of the south 1s 
raised by the poor, impoverished ten- 
ants and small farmers who have to 
be guided by the wishes of their local 
bankers and supply merchants, and 
even if they were free of mortgages 
and could organize, they still have 
not the experience to cope with the 
manipulators of the cotton markets. 

Why Compromise? 

What I ean’t understand is why so 
many compromise measures are pro- 
posed—why should victors compro- 
mise? 

The McNary-Haugen bill was the 
final word after three years of strug- 
gle and investigation on the part of 
the leaders of both political parties 
in congress and in the United States 
senate and after all ~ides were heard 
and all objections weighed the bill 
was finally passed by a decisive ma- 
jority. It is admitted that the princi- 
ples of the McNary-Haugen bill are 
more popular now than ever, that if 
will probably be passed by a majority 
of sufficient size to overcome another 
possible veto—then why should the 
advocates of the McNary-Haugen bill 
and principles be asked to accept 
something they do not want or some- 
thing they do not think will serve 
to kid and protect the agriculturist? 

If questionable tactics are employed 
to defeat the interests of agriculture 
by amendments to the desired bill, or 
if the natural opponents of federal 
farm aid succeed in substituting some 
measure that will not result in the 
desired aid, there is going to be wide- 
spread dissention in this country and 
the agricultural states are going to 
feel that the government does not 
function fairly for them. 

But give the agriculturist the act 
that carries the principles of the 
MeNary-Haugen bill and if it fails 
to function to stabilize the markets 
and give the producer a chance to 
prosper, then the producer cannot 
complain that he has been unfairly 
treated and will have to admit that 
government aid will not work. 

Give him anything else than what 
he has asked for and he knows or sus- 
pects strongly that it is insincere and 
that he is not being fairly treated. 


Price Fixing. 


And as to the McNary-Haugen bill 
being a “price fixing” measure, can't 
the same be said of every other pro- 
posed farm aid bill? And if any of 
them did not seek to stabilize the 
price of products, they would be a 
failure from the. start, because that 
Sct beeen what is sought and nothing 
' else. 


| And about price fixing.

about four years ago he has attempted 
to serve the King of kings and the 
Lord of lords. 

Youth Not To Blame. 

“T’m sick and tired of having people 
condemn the vounger generation as a 
group of jazzing, toddling fools, who 
live outside the church,” he declared.
